CONTROL ALL FIRES SO THAT LIVES AND PROPERTY 
MAY NOT BE ENDANGERED OR DESTROYED, AND: 
FORESTS BE KEPT GREEN TO FURNISH THE NATUR- 
AL BEAUTY WE ALL ENJOY AND TO GROW TIMBER 
WE WILL NEED. 


WHAT IS “WOODLAND”? 


The term “woodland” is defined by law to include, “cut- 
over land, slash and such other land as bears a sufficient. 
amount of wood growth, wood, weeds, grass or other growth 
as to be likely to be burned over.” 


WHEN IN THE WOODS, YOU ARE EXPECTED TO 
EXERCISE CAUTION IN THE USE OF FIRE AND TO RE- 
MEMBER THAT 


IT IS UNLAWFUL TO 


Throw down lighted matches, cigarettes, or other burn- 
ing substances from vehicles or otherwise. 

Burn brush, rubbish, grass or other materials when the 
ground is not covered with snow, without written permission 
from the Forest Fire Warden. 

Kindle a camp or cooking fire on land of another with- 
out permission from the owner or his agent. 

Leave an open fire burning unattended. 

Fail to report a forest, or brush fire that is out of control. 


VIOLATORS ARE SUBJECT TO THESE PENALTIES 


Anyone letting a fire escape from control, whether or 
not he has a permit to kindle the fire, is liable for the costs 
of extinguishing the fire. 

Anyone found guilty of dropping inflammable material 
in or near woodland shall be fined not more than $25. 

A person failing to report an uncontrolled brush or for- 
est fire is liable to a fine of not more than $10. 

For kindling a fire in woodland of another without per- 
mission of the owner, or for kindling any fire without a per- 
mit when a permit is required, a person may be fined not 
more than $200, or imprisoned 60 days. 
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DAMAGES 


Every person who shall set fire on any land, that shall . 
yun upon the land of another, shall pay to the owner all dam- 
ages done by such fire. 


BE SURE — GET A PERMIT 


Incinerators should be tight, with a close mesh screen, 
and be on clean ground. 


Open fireplaces used to burn rubbish are classed as in- 
cinerators. 


Always clean a space about any open fire to prevent its 
spread. 


Never burn in dry, windy weather. 


Have incinerators inspected by the Forest Fire Warden 
and get his written permit.

March 8, 1955 


The School District meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Clyde B. Foss, at two o’clock in the afternoon in 
the Central School Auditorium.

The Moderator declared Marion White elected as a Member 
of the School Board for the ensuing three years. 


4. Treasurer—James N. Solomon. 


5. It was voted to fix the compensation of the School 
Board, Truant Officer, and any other officers or agents of the 
district at the same figure as the previous year. 


6. It was voted to accept the reports of the Auditors and 
officers as printed in the Town Report. 


7. On motion of Stewart Lamprey, and seconded, it was 
voted to approve the recommendation of the supervisory 
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union board in providing for a Guidance Counselor of the 
union for the coming year, in cooperation with the Federal 
government and for the School Board to have authority to 
pay whatever sum deemed necessary for the Guidance 
Counselor. 


8. Leonard Plaisted, School Board Member, gave a re- 
port of the estimates given on the proposed necessary im- 
provements in the basement of the school auditorium. The 
total estimated cost was approximately $8,000.00. Stewart 
Lamprey spoke in favor of the article and made a motion to 
raise a sum not to exceed $8,000.00 for improvements in the 
school basement, and to authorize the Board to raise this 
sum by short term notes and only to be expended if State or 
Federal Funds are matched to our own. The motion was 
seconded and voted on in the negative. 


9. On motion of Ralph Dale, and seconded, it was voted 
in the affirmative to raise the sum of $8,000.00, by notes pay- 
able in a period not to exceed five years, for the proposed 
improvements in the basement. 


10. A motion was made by Virginia Haines, and seconded 
to pay the full transportation for pupils attending Laconia 
High School. Discussion followed and Jesse Sobel stated 
that it would appear that the necessary increase for the 
School Board budget would be approximately $1,700.00. The 
motion was next voted on in the affirmative. 


11. On a motion made by Jesse Sobel, and seconded, it 
was voted to accept the School Board’s budget as printed in 
the Town Report with the addition of any monies raised at 
this meeting. 


12. Verna Smith made a motion which was seconded to 
pass the article. Her motion was voted on the result was 
negative. Discussion followed. Leonard Plaisted and Walter 
Mitchell spoke in favor of the article. On a motion made by 
Ralph Dale and seconded, it was voted to appoint a committee 
consisting of the School Board, the Selectmen, and three 
members chosen by the Moderator, to investigate the pro- 
posal of forming a cooperative district consisting of Moul- 
tonboro and Center Harbor, and to report at the next regular 
or special school district meeting. 


13. A motion was made by Mildred Larson, and seconded, 
to accept a non-partisan ballot system for the election of 
District Officers, as provided by law, this action to take effect 
at the regular meeting in 1956. The vote was in the 
affirmative. 
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14. Roger Larson and William Twomey were nominated 
for School District Auditors and the Clerk instructed to cast 
one ballot for each and the Moderator declared them duly 
elected for the ensuing year. 


15. The Moderator returned to Article 12 and announced 
his appointments for the committee specified as follows:

Report of School Nurse 


In May 1955, twenty-three Moultonboro children re- 
ceived the first inoculations of Salk vaccine for the prevention. 
of poliomyelitis at the Wolfeboro clinic. In October a second 
inoculation was given to these children for further preven- 
tion. Plans are now underway to extend this program to in- 
clude all children ages one to fifteen. 


During the year the communicable diseases reported to 
the school nurses were measles, whooping cough and one 
case of polio. Booster inoculations for whooping cough were 
made available to help control the spread of the disease and 
on June 6, thirty-nine pupils received them. 


In October, T. B. Patch tests were applied to fifty-nine 
pupils and the results recorded. On October 18th a Chest 
X-ray clinic in Sandwich was made available for this area. 


Tests were made for defects in hearing and vision. 
When any defect is found, the nurse reports it to the parents 


so that the proper treatment may be followed for early 
correction. 


In addition to these special health programs, your nurse 
recorded the spring and fall heights and weights of the 
children. Early in the fall 109 pupils had a physical exami- 
nation by Dr. Ratsep and recommendations were made to 
improve any defects found.

School Nurse 
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Report of Superintendent 
To the School Board and Citizens of Moultonboro: 

I present herein my first annual report as superintendent 
of the Moultonboro school. I am very favorably impressed 
with the program that is being offered to the boys and girls 
of this town. There is a strong, forward-looking and thor- 
oughly professional corps of teachers that are well aware of 
the individual needs and differences of the boys and girls. 

The attitude and spirit of the pupils reflect the whole- 
some situation that exists both in the schools and in the 
community. 

The Moultonboro P. T. A. is to be complimented for doing 
such a fine piece of work in bridging the gap between the 
home and the school. 

GUIDANCE 

Dr. Charles B. Regan, graduate of Boston University, is 
Director of the Guidance program in the Union. Dr. Regan 
has had a great deal of experience in his field and is well 
qualified to give assistance in individual counselling and 
group work. He has spent considerable time working with 
teachers and bringing individual pupil records up to date. A 
course in Principles of Guidance for teachers was started in 
October. This course met for fifteen three-hour sessions at 
Meredith high school and was under the extension program 
of the State Teachers College at Plymouth, N. H. 

ART WORKSHOP 

The workshop this past fall was in the field of art. Ses- 
sions were held after school hours at the Holderness Central 
School. This course was under the supervision of Dr. Alice 
Baumgarner, Director, Arts Education, of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, and was taught by Mrs. Wilma Bradbury, 
Art Consultant for Binney and Smith Company. 

The teachers were given instruction in many of the 
media used in the field of art and as I have visited the schools 
T have seen many of the ideas obtained, displayed in the class- 
rooms, especially at Thanksgiving and Christmas time. 

I would like to suggest at this time that we give some 
thought to the idea of having an art supervisor on a Union 
basis to assist our teachers. 

MUSIC 

Mr. Philip Fernandez, a graduate of Westchester Teach- 
ers College in Pennsylvania, is director of the music program 
in the Meredith, Center Harbor and Moultonboro schools 
this year. 

Mr. Fernandez did further study at the Berklee School 
of Music and came to us this fall after serving two years in 
one of the U. S. Army Bands where he had a great deal of 
experience in composing and arranging orchestrations. 

There is a well-rounded program of music being carried 
on in the area this year, with considerable attention being 
given to the young instrumentalist. 
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HEALTH 

Miss Annette Eveleth, R. N., Director of School Health 
Services for the State Department of Education, met with 
the teachers in the Union at Moultonboro Central School and 
discussed the new Health Guide for teaching and administer- 
ing the health program in the schools. 


REPORTING TO PARENTS 

Several meetings have been held with the principals this 
year in developing plans for a more uniform system of re- 
porting pupils’ progress to parents. It is gratifying to see 
how well the teacher-parent conference part is working out. 


FINANCIAL 

The Union Budget for 1956-57 school year is apportioned 
among the five districts on the basis of the 1954-55 Average 
Daily Membership and the 1954 Equalized Valuation as 
follows:

$4,000 is collected from the five districts and the balance of 
$2,500 is paid by the State. 

The guidance director’s salary this year is $4,500 of 
which $2,000 is paid by the State from a Federal appropria- 
tion, $200 by the Quimby School Board of Trustees and 
$2,300 is collected from four districts.

I am indebted to Mr. Almon W. Bushnell, my predecessor, 
for the hours that he spent in helping me to become familiar 
with the work of the Supervisory Union. 

All the members of the staff of the Central School have 
been most cordial, cooperative and helpful. It has been a 
pleasure being one of their co-workers.

Report of Principal 


The Moultonboro central school opened September 5, 
1955 with an enrollment of 114 pupils. The classes are div- 
ided as follows: Mrs Whitehouse, grades 1 and 2 with 12 in 
the first grade and 19 in the second. Mrs. Perkins has the 
largest number of pupils with 32 in the third and fourth 
grades. Mrs. Tilton has grades 5 and 6 with a beginning en- 
roliment of 25 pupils. Mr. Bryenton is principal and teacher 
of grades 7 and 8, and has an enrollment of 27 pupils. 


Most of the faculty of the central school have taken ad- 
vantage of the extension courses offered by the Plymouth 
Teachers College to further their professional education. The 
first semester the teachers attended a course in Principles of 
Guidance so they can better help and understand the work 
of the guidance director we have in our system. 


The new cafeteria and kitchen were completed and 
equipment moved during the Christmas vacation so we now 
have added space for dining and preparation of food. The 
eafeteria and kitchen have been used by some of the town 
organizations and this has worked out very satisfactorily. 
The drainage problem we had last year has been corrected. 
New drains have been put in which allows better run-off of 
excess water at the side entrance. 


The boys and girls in the upper grades have been able 
to participate in inter-school sports via the basketball teams. 
This provides an opportunity for the pupils to meet children 
from other schols and communities and to learn school pride 
and sportsmanship first-hand. The series of square dances 
also provides an opportunity for wholesome entertainment 
and recreation for children of all ages. The high school 
pupils have formed a boys’ and girls’ basketball team and 
have used the school gym for practice and games under the 
supervision of adults. 


The parents or any townspeople are welcome to visit the 
school at any time to see what activities are being carried on 
in our education for democratic living.
